The improvement of the human race by 
properly selected marriages is 4 subject 
which periodicalty crops up for academic 
discussion in medical and scientific litera- 
ture.

No one knows what type will be the best

would have pronounced ideal, but their chil- 
dren lacked resistance to the invasion of 
pathogenic organisms or there was some 
other defect which made them easy targets 
for climatic causes of physical decay. 
the other hand we quite often find that par- 
ents below par physically have fine fam- 
illes.

In the second place it is not ata 
that the strongest are necessarily the best 
for the future. Typhoid fever seems to de- 
light in removing our splendid specimens 
and but lightly touching the more frail.
